2.— From 
all 
sides 
the Germans, 
Austrians 
and Bulga­ 
rians are slowly closing in on the Ser­ 
bian armies, the position of which 
grows graver dally. 
They are fight­ 
ing fiercely, however, to save their 
c ountry and have inflicted such losses 
on 
Field 
Marshal 
von 
Mackenaen's 
forces that he has been compelled to 
send for reinforcements and leave the 
more serious work of invading the 
eastern 
and 
southern part 
of 
the 
country to the Bulgarians, who have 
had more experience in mountain war­ 
fare such as the Serbians are waging. 
From the junction of the Danube 
and Tlmok rivers, in the northeast, to 
Uskup. in the south, the Bulgarians 
are moving westward, driving the Ser­ 
bians out of the towns and into the 
mountains, but 
from Uskup 
south­ 
ward they have been checked, as the 
Ser»)ians in that territory have been 
reinforced by the French and British 
with modern guns and with gunners 
who gained 
valuable experience in 
France and Gallipoli. 
Beyond the forces landed at Salon!- 
ki, which German estimates place at 
70,000 men, there Is no news of fur 
titer assistance being sent by the al­ 
lies to Serbia. 


Roumanians Are Restless. 


Russian transports have been re­ 
ported off Varna, but the report lacks 
confirmation. 
There Is. however, evi­ 
dence in dispatches from Bucharest 
that the people of Roummiiu. at least 
desire intervention and that pressure 
is being brought on the king and cab­ 
inet to Induce them to join the allies 
\nd permit a Russian force to pass 
through 
Roumanian territory to at­ 
tack Bulgaria from the east 
G reece 
continues her friendly neutrality. 
The Germans, having failed In two 
months of almost Incessant attacks to 
reach Riga and 
Dvinsk 
by 
various 
routes, are now trying along the rail- 
wa> 
which skirts the shores of the 
Gulf of Riga from Tukum and ha\o, 
according to their rep orts, reached a 
point west of Schlok. 
T h is is a ve ry 
slight advance and much low ground 
over which It is difficult to move lies 
between them and their objective. 


Russians on the Offensive. 


In the Dvinsk sector, both to the 
west and southwest of the city, the 
Russians have 
begun 
an offensive, 
aptly in anticipation of renewed at 
talks by the Germans, ami they are 
also on the move in the lake district 
east of the Dvlnsk-Vllna railway and 
In Volhynia and Galicia 
Tim result 
of these various battles has not been 
disclosed, if, indeed, they are conclud­ 
ed. 
Those st the southern end of the 
line are doubtless designed to prevent 
the Germans and Austrians from send­ 
ing reinforcement^ to % rb ia 
In France the battle for the Butt*- 
de Tahure, which the Germans rwap- 
tured from the French, is still In prog­ 
ress without changing the positions of 
the two armies. 
T h ere has been some 
fighting at other points in the west 
W hat the attacks on this front have 
cost is shown bv a report issued by 
Field Marshal Sir John French. 
He 
says that the published lists of the 
German casualty discloses that seven 
German battalions which took part in 
the I„oos fighting- presumably a Ger 
man counter attack— lost 80 per cent 
of their strength.

Winona. Minn . Nov. 2 
-Two mem­ 
bers of tin* family of Jam es K. Brew­ 
ster, a farmer living two and a half 
miles south of Spring Grove, are dead. 
Mrs. Brewster died after a linger­ 
ing Illness and Robert Brewster, thir­ 
ty years old. was murdered in the 
kitchen of the home in the midst of 
the mourners. 
The murder was a result of jeal 
ousy over 
a girl, Irene 
King, 
who 
works at the Brewster heinie. 
W hile young Brewster was in the 
kitchen with Miss-King, Dennis Smith. 
a Brewster farm hand, who had been 
paying attention to the girl, entered, 
carrying a ..‘12-caliber pistol. 
Without warning he began to shoot. 
The first bullet struck Brewster in the 
jaw. 
The girl fled, 
hut the 
infuriated 
I lover fired at her. The shot went wide 
and she escaped. 
A second 
shot pierced Brewster’s 
heart and he fell dead. 
Smith then fled from the house, tak- j 
ing with him the revolver. 
The elder 
Mr. Brewster, who was close by when 
the shooting took place, attempted to 
follow the slayer, hut Smith jumped 
Into a buggy and drove a a ay. 
Smith, who was twenty-one \oars old. 
has lived in the vicinity for some time.

lie was in his sixty- 
fifth year. 
Members of his family were sum­ 
moned to th** bedside when it was 
teen that in* could last but little long­ 
er and were with him whet) lie died. 
Among a large number of promi­ 
nent Gorman American citizens of the 
United States, Herman Ridder was 
one of the most conspicuous figures in 
the 
newspaper 
publishing 
basinets 
and in politics. 
His associates in th * 
publishing business had i *t, ired him 
at one time with the pi 
lency of 
til*- American Newspapei 
uhlishera* 
association. 
in politics hi* was such a facto. 
that he was talked of at the natlonrl 
Democratic convention In Denver, in 
I HOM, as a possible nominee for vice 
ptesldent on the ticket with Bryan, 
w hom, however, Mr. Kidder opposed at 
that

later ole* ting lits man. 
He entered th** newspaper business 
when he was tw»*nty*seven years old, 
by establishing th** first Roman Cath­ 
olic newspaper in New York city In 
German, and soon afterward started 
tin* Cathode News In Kngllsh, which 
iii a short tim# became recognized as 
a leading ' itboHc paper of Hie coun­ 
try. 
In JHP*) 
Kidder became a stock­ 
holder in r>. * Daily Stoats Zeitung and 
was de* t d treasurer and manager. 
Under his direction that paper assum­ 
ed a leading position in its field 
He 
became president of the corporation in 
I HUT and at the t ime of his d**a;h he 
was publisher of influential morning 
and afternoon papers in German.

Germany‘h canoe in tin* present war 
he was always a loyal American.

to displays and demonstrations. 
Through the efforts of the Federa­ 
tion of Farm ers’ clubs who made ap 
plication to the Agricultural Exton 
aion Division of the University of 
Minnesota. 
farmers 
all over the 
country are to be given an opportun 
tty of hearing good 
speakers and 
learning new methods in agricultural 
work. 
'Pile Agricultural committee are 
lending all assista n t possible to flu 
Federation and It is expected each 
day will S'*e a larg* delegation of 
farmers on hand to hear the many 
lectures and demonstrations sched­ 
uled.

From 16 to 20 every boy 
gets weekly training under the di­ 
rection of army officers. 
When he Is 
20 years old he serves for 77 days in 
a school for recruits, and after that 
serves a fortnight each year until ii** 
is 28. 
For the next four years he 
belongs to the flrst line, although 
he need not report for service. From 
32 to 4 2 he belongs to the second 
line. 
Members of this line are in­ 
spected annually and are called to 
the colors for a week every other 
year. 
Rifle contests are held to keep 
up the Interest and efficiency of the 
men. 
By means 
cif 
this 
System 
Switzerland has been able to present 
a formidable enough front to insure 
the respecting of lier neutrality with 
out resorting to the extreme military 
system of the

nations 
of 
Europe.

a n c e throughout the past generation. 
Its revival is unquestion­ 
ably due to the czar’s desire to Increase the power and prestige or 
M. Goremykin and thus emphasize the approval of reactionary 
government. 
Since the czar dissolved the durns, tiler* have been 
frequent riots throughout Russia. 
The people have flit that the 
czar has been attempting to fix his absolutism i or* firmly on 
the country, and national strikes have been but narrow ly averted. 
The czar, however, has been able to prevent a revolutionary 
outbreak and the courage of the autocracy seemingly has increas­ 
ed. 
The radicals of the duma threatened to follow' flu 
example of 
the leaders of the French revolution and summon 
an 
official 
duma when the legislature was prorogued, but th* it 
spirit 
has 
failed them. 
Resolutions of protesi and fiery orations have been 
th** limits of their activities. 
The lack of more serious obstruction than street rioting to the 
czar’s antidemocratic activities has coincided with th* halt of the 
Teutonic o f f e n s iv e in Russia. 
The czar has unqu* 
humbly tak­ 
en much credit for the new military situation 
in 
the 
empire. 
'I’h** Alistro-Gerrnan cheek has not been due to p o s i t iv e virtues 
aong the Russians, but to the requirements of th* Serbian cam­ 
paign and to the fact that all th*' reasonable Teutonic objectives 
had been won along the eastern front when the cz.ai made himself 
eommanderinchlef of his armies. 
Nevertheless, the czar has gained local prestige bu* ms** the In­ 
vaders have made no further Important advane Bin** his assump­ 
tion of command. 
Taking advantage of the moment, therefore, 
his majesty apparently has resolved 
to 
prepare 
precautionary 
measures against any later outburst of democracy among his sub­ 
jects. 
M. Goremykin, the most reactionary 
premier It # ala has 
had hi many years, Is to have his powers largely im r ased and Is 
to marshal all the standpat forces to protect the czar from the 
duma. 
For the rest of th*- war. the durna’s influence is lo he kill­ 
ed.

The average number of arrests for 
this same six months’ period (May 
to October inclusive) during the last 
four years was 147 of which 90 were 
for drunkenness. 
The number of a r­ 
rests for the six month period this 
year closing October 31st, 1915, were 
33 of which 20 were for drunkenness 
and as someone remarked the town 
was full of liquor when the town 
d^rU 
;/*’ and that had to be drunk 
up. 
Thus, the city has had 114 less 
arrests during the last six months 
than it has averaged in the last four 
years for the same period 
The new 
city jail stands empty most of the 
time. 
The month of October just closed 
showed four arrests, all for d ru n k­ 
enness as against 38 arrests last year 
17 of which were drunks. 
One saloonkeeper, now in another 
business, said that he wished the 
voters had put him out of business 
ten years ago. 
Another former sa­ 
loonkeeper who has gone into bust 
n* ss of quite a different nature said: 
“ I II sill booze no more even should 
saloons be permitted,’* and still a n ­ 
other former saloonkeeper said. “ It 
is tough on me now but we will nil 
be better for it in ten years ’' 
One man who now pays his bills 
by check for the first time in his 
life said: “ I wish someone had beat 
the fact into my head forty years 
ago that I could do without liquor. I

As to results forecasting the out­ 
come next, year, it is assured that both 
sides will figure out prospective suc­ 
cess. 
Yet the elections will he of lit­ 
tle political significance because of lo­ 
cal conditions, 
If McCall should Is* 
defeated in M assachusetts it would not 
m ean th a t the sta te has gone over to 
the D em ocratic party, but the condi­ 
tions prevailing there would account 
fi*r the result. 
If Stanley should lose 
K entucky it would be on account of 
the liquor question. 
New York Constitution.

H e is the son of Albert M. 
Murphy, the multimillionaire lumber­ 
man of Green Bay, Wis. 
I ut ii now 
his father's purse always has been 
open to tilt* prodigal on. 
I’.ut 
the purse strings 
have 
been 
drawn, and the youth has liven ad- 
vised to “learn the value of a dollar.” 
Don 
has sought a 
royal 
road to 
knowledge in vain. 
He joined tho 
navy and was hazed because Ids fa ­ 
ther w as rich. 
His cousin gave him a 
job riding horses at the stockyards. 
Due threw him on his bead. 
The stony road of hat'd knocks is the 
one tin* young m an finally had to take 
to learn his lesson. 
Ills own story in the Chicago Herald 
is as follows: 
"I w as born with a silver spoon In 
my mouth, but It did not stay there. 
"In J a n u a ry my flither told me to go 
and m ake tuy own living and learn the 
value of u dollar. 
Soon Loses His Job. 
"Well. I thought that would be easy, 
so I w ent to Helena. Ark., where I 
worked for a lumber company for five 
months. 
They laid me off on the 13th 
of August, as there was not enough 
work. 
Not finding any i>osJtlon down 
there. I start (si for Chicago. 
"I arrived here on the 15th of August 
and started to look for work on the 
sam e day, b u t could not find anything. 
"I did not have a cent and did not 
know w here I was going to sleep. 
I 
h)ipi*oued to meet a friend who was 
kind enough to give me a room and a 
little m oney with which to get some 
tiling to eat. 
"I would ea t only one meal a day, as 
I wished to learn the pains of hunger, 
so in ease I had to I would Is* in trim 
to meet th a t funny feeling 
and, let 
me say th at one meal a day Is no seven 
course dinner. 
When this had gone on 
for a few w eeks I began to realize that 
a dollar looked a lot bigger to me than 
It ever had before. 
"My one meal would cost me be 
tween 15 and 20 cents. 
Then, lf I got 
hungry I would go Into a saloon, first 
by tin* front dcsir, and got a lunch, then 
go out and rush in the bark door. as lf 
I had not t**eii In the place before, and 
eat some more. 
This w ent on for a 
few days until I was caught by it sa 
loon imuucer. who threatened to give 
toe a licking. 
R ather than argue tin* 
m atter I left In a hurry. 
Ile looked 
like Jess Willard to me. 
I told him he 
would bove to run some lf he wished 
to w hip me. 
Sleeps In Station. 
"One Saturday morning I awoke to 
tin* fact that I did not have a (vat and 
was told that I would have to get out 
of my room lf I could not pay the bill, 
so I left my stilt, case for security aud 
started out again to look for work. 
" T h a t night I w ent to the North 
western station and slept until 3 a. ta. 
A policeman awoke mo it lid told me to 
get out or la* would run me In. so I 
went over to tin* Union station and 
slept until 7 o'clock. 
“As there was nothing else to do 
Sunday. I w ent down to (in u it park 
to sit and think lf I w ere only home 
w hat a nice meal I would bo having. 
But no such luck! 
W hile I was sit 
ting there a fellow w ho looked every 
inch a Indio asked uh* lf I could give 
him a little money. 
W hen I told him 
I w as Just as much dow n and out a* 
In* w as I surprised him. 
H e said I was 
well dressed and surely m ust have 
some money. 
I told him lf a person 
was well dressed th a t w as no sign ho 
had money. 
"Sunday night came, a n d I started to 
sleep in the park, but a policeman had 
to Interrupt mc, so I w ent back to the 
Union station. 
In the m orning I la* 
gau to feel taint, but could not see any 
thing to eat coming my way. 
"As I happened to In? passing a room 
In a building where I w as looking for 
work I spied an old friend, b u t would 
not tell him my troubles, 
lie asked 
me out to (limier th a t night. 
I ordered 
everything from soup to nuts. 
"Now, 
if 
this 
experience 
Is 
not 
enough to teach out* the value of a dol­ 
lar I don't know w hat is. 
"Above all, I 
have learned 
three 
things—first, mind your parents; sec­ 
ond. don’t think because your father 
has money you don’t have to work; 
third, above all, be honest."
